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Russians Sink 


LONDON, May 6.—(4)—The 
Soviet high command announced 
tonight that Russian fleet and air 
units had sunk eight more Axis 
ships off Sevastopol in the Crimea, 
boosting to 19 the number of trans- 
ports and auxiliary vessels de- 
stroyed there in two days. 

The German high command said 
Axis troops, besieged at Sevasto- 
(pol since mid-April, again had 
‘beaten off heavy Red army in 
fantry and tank attacks supported 
‘by artillery. Axis broadcasts locat- 
‘ed the most violent fighting as 
along the Chornaya river on the 
northeast side of Sevastopol. 

Berlin also reported collapse of 
Russian assaults east of the mid- 
idle Serit river in Romania, but 
'Moscow was silent on these opera- 
|tions as the land front lull entered 
ithe third week. 

A Russian Tass agency review 
said Russian planes during April 
had sunk about 200 ships, includ- 
ing destroyers, minesweepers, tor- 
pedo "boats and several dozen 
transports totalling more than 
100,000 tons. Most of these ves 
sela sank in the Black sea on the 
Axis sea lanes from the Crimea to 
Romania, said the review. 

Sixty-two enemy planes were de- 
stroyed on all fronts during Fri- 
day, Moscow said. 

The steady sinking of Axis res- 
cue and supply ships off Sevasto- 
pol appeared to be part of the 
Russian strategy of reducing Se- 
'vastopol without too costly front- 
‘al assaults on that natural for- 
tress where it is believed 25,000 
German and Romanian troops are 
trapped, but resisting fiercely from 
caves dug into the coastal cliffs.

Plan To Occupy

Nearing ‘Big 3 
LONDON, May 6.—(#)—Allied 
plans for occupation of Germany 
and the full liquidation of Nazi 
control have nearly been com- 
pleted by the European Advisory 
Commission, with the possibility 
that final approval will be left 
to a new meeting of the “big 
three,” it was disclosed today. 
Working slowly and _ secretly 
since its creation in Moscow, the 
commission has ienored' sharp 
criticism from several quarters 
for its refusal to take up what it 
regards as side issues and has 
concentrated on the basic prob- 
lems which will arise when the 
German government topples. 
Except in broad general terms 
details of the plans to handle 
those problems probably will re- 
main secret until after the armi- 
stice lest they be twisted and dis- 
torted by enemy propaganda. 
Importance of the final agree- 
ment, perhaps transcending any- 
thing which thus far has  con- 
fronted the war _ partnership, 
makes it likely it will bring to- 
gether Prime Minister Churchill, 
President Roosevelt and Premier 
Stalin for another conference. 


A first hand report of the com-

A grim game of hide and seek 
reminiscent of the rip-roaring 
prohibition days is back on the 
police routine, since war limita- 
tions on bonded whisky opens the 
field for bootlegging of both corn 
and legal liquor. 

Unscruplous dealers find that 
they can sell popular brands of 
bonded whisky. at prices much 
higher than*OPA ceilings. Police 
and government officials are con- 
stantly on the lookout for such 
“back house” swindlers at fairs, 
dance halls and other gathering 
places. 

Legal whisky running, however, 
is only a sideline to Georgia's fa- 
mous “corn” traffic. 

ALERT FOR “TODDY CARS” 

In Atlanta, the police depart- 
ment is constantly on the alert for 
“toddy cars~’ Most of the run- 
ners are easily spotted, for the 
automobile usually has booster 
springs over the rear axle to per- 
mit a heavier load. But stopping 
them once they are flushed is an- 
other problem. Bootleggers have 
means of “souping up” standard 
cars to make them faster, and 
their drivers realize that getting 
caught means at least 12 months 
on the chain gang. 

A thrill even race track drivers 
do not know comes with hearing 
the roar of two high-powered en- 
gines or feeling the wind sting 
cheeks in the back seat of 


ig city. That's 
One must win if he 
can. The other has all to lose. 
Two-way police radios give the 
officers a much better chance of 


‘calling in other prowl cars to hem 


in the fleeing culprit. However, 
there’s something in the chase that 
makes use of the two-way un- 
sportsmanlike in a liquor chase. 


Police do not hesitate to use the 


radio in more serious crimes. 


FEW INJURED IN CHASE 


Isn’t this dangerous? you'd say. 
so, but records show 
where very few policemen have 
been injured chasing “toddy cars.” 

For the less daring, however, 
there is always the equally inter- 
esting game of finding “stashes” 
after the “corn” has been deliv- 
ered. 

Last week, City Detectives 
George Christian and W..S. Acree 
dug up a cache of 60 gallons of 
illegal whisky in the rear of 237 
Bynum street, N. E. They found 
the cases neatly buried in a va- 
cant lot, the earth smoothed over 
to prevent detection. 

Such a find does not sound im- 
but when you stop to 
figure that “white mule” is whole- 
saling at $12 a gallon and retail- 


'ing at as much as 25 cents a jig- 
_gerful, bootlegging takes on an alr 
of importance. The police depart-; 
'ment averages confiscating 2,000 
' gallons of “corn” each month. 


In round figures, the bootleg- 
gers are taking a loss of $24,000 
a month and still staying in busi-

“BIG MEN” IN HIDING 


Most citizens do not understand 
why the police do not close in on 
the “big men” and break up the 
“toddy”’ business once and for all. 
This is a job the police would be 
glad to do—only it impossible.

Only by shaving off the hire- 
lings and impounding cars can 
the law hit at whisky men. The 
loss of a dozen cars in a row with 
stiff court sentences for the driv- 
ers usually puts a small operator 
out of business temporarily, But 
there always are more cars and 
men willing to take a chance.

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Cruiser Atlanta Lasted Minute 
In Savo Battle, Writer Says 


“If I should die, think only this 
of me; 
That there's some corner of a 
foreign field

Beneath the emerald waters of 
the lagoon between Savo Island 
and Guadalcanal, in the southwest 
Pacific, there is a corner that is 
forever Georgia—the burial place 
of the heroic antiaircraft cruiser 
“Atlanta.” 

Although some details of the 
game little vessel's death have 
siready been made public, the 
most complete account yet pub 
lished of the decisive battle in 
which she met her doom appears 
in the May isue of Harper's Maga- 
rine 

The article is written by Fletch- 
er Pratt, the naval expert, and it 
describes in flaming detail the 
American victory off Savo, in 
mid-November, 1942, which broke 
the back of Japanese efforts to 
reinforce and hold Guadalcanal. 

The Atlanta steamed into battle 
flying the flag of Rear Admiral 
Norman Scott. Scott, however, 
was not in command of the Amer- 
ican squadron.

When the lights come on again 
all over the world—as the popular 
song goes—seven people who live 
in darkness and will not see those 
lights will have done their share 
in bringing the world out of dark- 
ness. 

For seven totally blind trainees 


now at the 426 Marietta street up- 
grading center are learning a job 
of rivet assorting which is one of 
the countless little things that add 
up to the super-bomber. 


The job, especially suitable to 
their sensitive fingers, of assorting 
rivets collected from sweepings, 
has three steps. For sweepings 
from the floor include all sorts of 
rivets of various head sizes, types 
(such as the flat head, round head, 
countersunk and brazier), lengths 
and materials, as aluminum and 
steel. 

OPERATE MACHINE 


Here is- the job. It demands 
patiens as well as skill. First, the 
rivets are separated according to 
headsize. The blind trainees oper- 
ate a rivet assorting machine, de- 
signed by A. E. Elliott, assistant 
to R. J. Limburg, head of the up- 
grading center, and constructed by 
trainees under Elliot’s supervision 
out of salvage material. 

The blind worker feeds the 
rivets into the high end of the 
machine and by turning a crank 
causes the rivets to rotate around 
inside of a cylindrical sieve which 
has drilled holes of various sizes 
corresponding to the various diam- 
eters of the rivet heads. A rivet 
of a given head size falls through 
only the hole of that size into a 
bin below. 

Now having the rivets of the 
same head size together, the blind 
working on one head type at a 
time, eliminate all but the type 
they are then working on by feel- 
ing the rivet head. If the rivet 
is of the head type they are as- 
sorting, they slide along the top

TOO MUCH RAIN

WASHINGTON, May 6.—P)— 
The United States tonight black- 
listed 38 Irish firms and business- 
men accused of aiding the enemy. 

The action was the first taken 
by this government to express 
through economic measures its 
disapproval of Eire’s decision tin 
February not to eject Axis offi- 
cials accused of espionage by the 
Allies. 

Never before has any Irish firm 
been blacklisted, although con- 
cerns in many other neutral coun- 
tries in both this hemisphere and 
the European area had been put 
on the record which now totals 
approximately 15,000 names. 

Listing means that government 
officials consider they have ade- 
quate evidence that the concerns 
are co-operating with the enemy 
in such a manner as to contrib- 
ute to the support of his war ma- 
chine. 

The sanctions applied range 
from denial of all facilities to 
such firms in this country to the 
threat of postwar penalties which 
will place those firms at a com- 
petitive disadvantage in the early 
months of economic reconstruc- 
tion. e 
The State Department declined 
to say why any individual firm 
was blacklisted or to describe the 
activities of any firm. Some of the 
38 have Irish names while others 
were German language names, ap- 
parently branches of German 
firms. 

The disclosure that Ireland was 
being listed apparently was the

For the past week reassuring news has been coming from Kan- 
sas City where the General Conference of the Methodist Church 
has been in session. 

Even at that distance the inspiring spirit of the meeting has 
been evident through press reports. We believe it to have been 
one of the most significant church meetings held in this genera- 


tion. 

It was, as one may read, starkly honest, self-searching and 
realistic. This, of course, meant it was filled with courage and 
determination for the future. These qualities go together. 


The conference was given a great impetus at its outset by a 
really magnificent address by Bishop Arthur J. Moore, of Atlanta. 
He called for the church members, pastors and officials to put 
Christianity into practice in their daily lives, in their reactions 
to political pressures, in their attitudes toward the prejudices 


growing out of the war. It was a tremendously effective speech. | 


Bishop Moore merits the tribute of leadership generally ac- 
corded him. He is a leader in the full meaning of the word. 

The Methodist report called attention to the growing scarcity 
of ministers. There was, however, an excellent explanation. The 
Methodist church some time ago increased its educational re- 
quirements for ministers. Its standards now are as high as any 
of the evangelical group. This is most desirable. The people, and 
especially the southern people, long have suffered from too many 
uneducated, untrained ministers. 

Most inspiring was the decision that the church should par- 
ticipate in the war because the church itself is at stake, and the 
decision to undertake the raising of $25,000,000 for a “Crusade for 
Christ.” 

The major objectives of the crusade will be: 

1—To establish an international organization for permanent 
peace. 

2—To rebuild war-devastated church property, and rehabili- 
tate people in war areas. 

3—A churchwide evangelistic campaign. 

4—Cultivation of Christian stewardship. 

5.—To increase enrollment in Sunday schools and related or- 
ganizations. 

Foreign missions, home missions, the American Bible Society, 
the World Council of Churches are among the organizations to be 
aided. 

The program is one of the most broad and enlightened yet 
devised. It should inspire all churches to cast off any existing 
narrow limitations and doubt, and plan to use the power and 
influence of Christ and His teachings in the broad affairs of 


mankind.

When the word came that the Japanese radio 
had been heard to announce the death of Admiral 
Mineichi Koga, who had been one of the key 
commanders in the capture of the Philippines, 
but not the manner of his death, a copy boy said: 

“Just so he is dead.” 

“That’s because of Corregidor,” says Joe Spelvin, that well- 
known average American, the well-known man-in-the-street. 

“We liked you rather well in September, 1923, when the tidal 
wave and the earthquake destroyed much of Tokyo and Yokohama. 
We felt deep sorrow that almost 100,000 Japanese died. We hurried 
medicine, food, supplies to your stricken cities and people. We 
gave you not merely the sympathy of our people, but material ex- 
pressions of it which healed your wounds, cured your sick, com- 
forted the dead, 

“That was September, 1923. 

“Nineteen years later you gave us Pear! Harbor. It was treach- 
erous in that your envoys were here with a plea for peace and 
were waiting to talk peace with Cordell Hull when your bombers 
came out of the sun over the warships massed in Pearl Harbor. 


“We didn’t like that, but after all, it was war. It was a desper- 
ate, smart move, dirty and treacherous though it was. We might 
not have been so bitter, in time, about that. 

“But later on you gave us May 6, 1942. That was the last day 
of Corregidor. That was the day that Skinny Wainwright, General 
Wainwright, walked out with his staff to discuss surrender. 

“Behind him he left the dead and wounded in the tunnels. 
Behind him, in the operating room, the rock floors were slippery 
with blood and the weary surgeons stood limp and gray with fatigue. 


“What followed we can’t forgive.”

“*We are the Battling B- - of Bataan, 
““No papa, no mama, no Uncle Sam.’ 


_“And we, a huge nation, a rich and powerful nation, a nation 
with the most automobiles, the most electric refrigerators, the 
most electric irons, the most pairs of shoes, the most sets of china, 
and the most gadgets—we couldn’t help those men. 


“You had done us in at Pearl Harbor and we had to take it 
while our men, out of their own bitterness, fought you and sang 
their song ... ‘no mama, no papa, no Uncle Sam.’ 


“They had to surrender. We could have taken that, too. 
was bad. And it hurt. But it was war. 

“We had, like fools, listened to our Wheelers and our Nyes and 
our Lindberghs. We had listened to those who said we would not 
be attacked; that we had best keep out because no nation could 
match Germany in war and production of planes. We let 
run loose all those we are trying for sedition in Washington—and 
no doubt some of them took money from you, Japan. We know 
some of our traitors did. 

“But we had listened. And so, we had something coming to us. 
It was fit and proper we had to drink something out of the cup of 
remorse and to taste its bitterness for a long, long time. 

“But what you did we won't, and can’t, forget.”

All Living Creatures 
Protect Their Young 


I was very pleased to see that my friends the 
Methodists have gone on record as recognizing 
the truth that, in this world war, our fighting 
men are combating forces which are opposed 
to all ideals for which Christianity stands. 

The general conference at Kansas City adopted a resolution 
reading as follows: 

“God Himself has a stake in the struggle. We repudiate the 
theory that a state, even though imperfect in itself, must not fight 
against intolerable wrongs.” 

Of course, the vote for adoption of the resolution was not 
unanimous. Far from it. The final count showed 373 in favor to 
300 against. But the resolution was adopted, which is the im- 
portant thing. For it would be a pretty blind church which failed 
to realize that the fate of all Christian churches is at stake in the 
struggle we now wage. It requires little imagination to picture 
what would happen to the Christian church if the Axis, which has 
denounced Christianity repeatedly, should triumph in the final 
battle. 


WHEN THEY PRAY No man may, of course, know what is 


in the heart of another. But | can- 
not believe that any of the 300 who voted against the resolution 
but pray for victory for our armies and battle fleets, in the prayers 
which spring from the hidden places in their souls. 

For it is inconceivable that adherents of a cause which carries 
upon its banners the ideals of justice, of mercy, of brotherhood and 
universal love, can remain unmoved when forces are let loose in 
the world which openly deride Jesus Christ Himself and which 
proclaim and practice a faith in wholesale slaughter of the innocent 
and enslavement of the children of God. 

No, when those 300, each one of them, pray in the silent closets 
of their souls it must be they pray for victory which shall save 
decency and mercy among men from extinction and which shall 
forever make impossible new onslaughts against the citadel of a 
merciful God. 


ONLY ONE CHOICE For in this war there is only one choice. 
W 


e can be either on the side of free- 
dom and of Christianity, or we can be on the side of totalitarian 
slavery and of avowed enemies of the Christ we worship. 

Faced with such a choice, who can doubt which side men of good 
faith and of Christlike ideals shall choose? 

Hitler has asserted, both by written and spoken word, time and 
time again, that Christianity is a religion for the weak and he has 
set up for German gods the ancient dieties of paganism. He has 
added to these, in his insane egoism, another god, himself, and 
has performed the unspeakable sin of setting himself above God. 

He has proclaimed that the German people are a superior race 
and that all others must be subservient, humble, oppressed. slaves 
permitted to live only as they work and serve their German over- 
lords. 

He has slain without mercy hundreds of thousands of helpless 
women and children and captive people.

He has taken the daughters of his victims, 
by the thousands, and forced them to serve the lusts of his soldiers: 
he has brought horror and suffering beyond imagination to entire 
nations.

When we fight, with armies and navies and the squadrons of 
the clouds, we are fighting to protect our young and our helpless 
from the cruel lusts of a vicious foe. It is just the same as when 
a man fights, individually, to protect his wife from the invader 
of his home, to save his children from the death that. stalks by 
night. 

The man who would not fight to protect his home and family 
we should regard as unworthy of the name of men. 

Which is why the vote by the Methodist conference is welcomed 
as evidence of a revival of militant Christianity and why I feel so 
sure that even the 300 who voted “no” to that resolution, in their 
secret hearts are praying, with the rest of us, for victory for the 
forces of right and for an early destruction of the self-avowed 
legions of evil and of paganism.

Text and Pretext 


In one of the most dramatic 
passages of the prophecy of Isaiah, 
he says, “In the year King Uz- 
ziah died. I see the Lord sitting 
upon the throne high and lifted 
up.” When one remembers that 
King Uzziah personified the glory 
of the kingdom of Judea, and that 
he was Isaiah’s ideal king, this 
is a startling statement. We would 
expect the death of Uzziah to 
plunge the young prophet into 
depth of gloom. His death must 
have meant to him that all of the 
admirable purposes for which Uz- 
ziah stood were dead. Uzziah 
represented to his people, with 
vivid dictinctness, the favor of 
Jehovah, and fulfilled in his 
splendid career the hopes and 
prophecies of Jehovah's leader- 
ship. Now Uzziah, the Lord’s 
annointed, was dead. 

When we analyze our deepest 
griefs, and strive to read _ the 
meaning of our most 
pain, it seems to reveal some loss 
of faith. Something which we 
had hoped for, had depended 
upon and believed in, is dead.

It is a land flowing with milk, 
and it may sometime soon flow 
with the honey as well, though 
the few bees which now inhabit 
it are sadly inadequate to utilize 
the acres of bloom at their dis- 
posal. 7 

It is one of the prettiest sections 
fn all of Georgia and it is rapidly 
becoming one of the wealthiest as 
well. It is a manufacturing section, 
the process of manufacture being 
carried on by some 15,000 thought- 
ful, seemingly contented cows, 
who check in twice a day to de- 
posit their bulging bags of milk 
and then trudge back to the green 
fields again to browse on the suc- 
culent grasses. 

Twentyodd years ago it was 
just as rich, if not so beautiful, 
as it is now. Then 2,200 farm fam- 
llies raised on an average of 14,- 
000 bales of cotton a year. The 
boll weevil came and in the sec- 
ond year of his arrival that 14,000 
Dales had dwindled to a miserable 
153 bales, 100 of them raised by 
one man, : 

The people, facing starvation, 
started moving out. They moved 
away in droves, until in hard-hit 
Putnam county there were only a 
few more than 800 families left. 
HUNTING SOMETHING NEW 

They stuck it out for 10 years, 
hunting all the time for some new 
farm product that would save 
them. Finally they found it. It 
had been right under their noses 
all the time. 

As far back as 1880 a few men 
had tried dairying in Putnam 
county, where native pasture 
grasses grew naturally thick and 
lush. One of them was W. B. 
Hunt, a Yankee soldier who had 
come through with Sherman and 
who had gone back north remem- 
bering the rich lands of Putnam 
county. 

He came back in 1880 and start- 
ed the first dairy herd. He got in 
the banking business and practi- 
cally forced men who came to bor- 
row meney from him to borrow a 
little more to start a herd of their 
own. Little creameries sprang up, 
off and on, over the years, but 
died for lack of volume in this 
county where cotton was so easy 
to raise.

They 
started bringing in grade cattle 
and breeding them to good bulls 
to build up milk-producing herds. 
They went along for ten years, 
building slowly. 

CREAMERY SET-UP 

Finally, in 1930, they figured 
they had enough of a dairy indus- 
try going to support a sucessful 
creamery. They set one up on a 
co-op basis. The first year it 
shipped $60,000 worth of cream; 
poured in the sewer the _ thou- 
sands of gallons of skim milk; for 
at that time no Putnam dairyman 
could meet the standards required 
of those permitted to ship fluid 
milk. 

They moved along at a good 
pace. But the big surge didn’t 
come until 1941. In that year a 
little man with a face as red as 
a clover blossom came into Put- 
nam county. He was Dad Rice, 
of the Piedmont soil conservation 
district, and if there was one 
thing he loved to see it was fields 
red with crimson clover in win- 
ter and green with kudzu in the 
summer time. 

He started test demonstrations 
to show how clover would in- 
crease milk production. .He plant- 
ed an acre and an eighth of 
Ladino clover—a giant strain of 
perennial white clover—on some 
land belonging to Frisky Hearn, 
where he had applied a thousand 
pounds of phosphate and a ton of 
lime to the soil. Frisky Heafn 


grazed 30 cows on that acre and | 


an eighth for two hours a day for 
45 days (it takes five or six acres 
of the average Georgia pasture 
to support one. cow). When 
Hearn took his herd off the 
Ladino their milk production 
dropped 15 gallons a day. 

It was hard to tell who loved 
that clover field best—Dad Rice 
or Frisky Hearn’s’ cows. When 
he let them out of the bafn they 
would run, not walk, for the La- 
dino field. And Dad Rice would 
wade out in it up to his knees and 
grab great handfuls of it and look 
at the big leaves:

More than anything else you are 
impressed by the traffic on the 
streets being normal traffic.

But Casablanca has returned to 
its old ‘ratio.

SOLDIERS BORED 
Being now such a backwash of 


the war, our few soldiers in Casa- 


blanca are bored. Some of them 
havecobeen there a year and a half. 


‘They live almost normally, which 
‘in a manner is really the worst 
way to live during a war. 


Most of our soldiers realize that 
their placid jobs are important, 
yet most of them yearn for a 
change. Yes, even for an oppor- 
tunity to get into the fighting. 

I talked to one officer who was 
typical. His chin was down, He 
said, “A WAC could do my job. 
A cripple could do my job. I’m 
young and healthy and should be 
at the front. But here I am, and 
here doubtless I will stay.” 
STRICTER REGULATIONS

PRINCETON, N, J.—A criticism 
voiced by many soldiers returning 


from battle fronts is that the civil- 


ian population of the United States 
does not take the war seriously 
enough, 

In fact, this attitude on the part 
of soldiers—that the home front Is 
not bearing its share of the sacri- 
fices of war—may, according to 
some observers, lead to a sharp di- 
vision between soldiers, and civil- 


ians. Such disunity, should it de- 
velop, is looked-upon by Secretary 
of War Henry L. Stimson as grave 
enough to hold in it “the possibil- 
ity of defeat.” 


The American civilian public is 


itself apprehensive on this score 
and is willing to admit that most 
people in this country are not tak- 
ing the war seriously enough. 


This is shown by a survey in 
which the Institute put this ques- 
tion to a sciehtifically selected 
cross-section of the nation’s voters: 

“Soldiers back from the war 
front say most people in this coun- 
try do not take the war seriously 
enough. Do you think this is 
true?”

field abandoned d being taken 
over by scrub pine and sour land 
weeds. What might be called a 
miracle had taken place on that 
land, but reduced to its elements 
the miracle was a very simple and 
logical thing. The land had been 
restored by treating it with know]- 
edge, intelligence and a certain 
amount of energy, and by the use 
of limestone, phosphates and the 
return of nitrogen organic mate- 
rial to the wornout soil by the 
planting of leguminous crops. 

Not all ef the poverty and mis- 
fortunes of the agricultural south 
arose from the Civil War and the 
freeing of the slaves nor from 
Sherman's March to the Sea. 
Much of the poverty and steady 
decline came simply from the most 
viciously bad system of farming 
perhaps ever practiced in the his- 
tory of mankind. Year after year 
one of the greediest of plants was 
seeded over and over again in the 
game ground. Cotton is a row 
crop, cultivated cleanly, with each 
furrow running up or down a po- 
tential gully, a trench to run both 
water and top soil off the farms 
into the rivers and the sea. In win- 
ter the soil was left bare altogether 
until presently yields of crops slip- 
ped down and down to the point 
where the earth was no longer 
worth planting and abandoned. 
Presently a few weeds or bushes 
stole in upon the abandoned earth 
and the farmer or planter put up 
a fence and called that miserable 
piece of wornout ground a pasture.

But 
in the spring of 1942, she was a 
desk-weary secretary, mother of 
two children, who on her vacation 
volunteered to take 15 Eskimo 
children, all patients to be releas- 
ed from a government hospital 
at Juno to their homes at Dutch 
Harbor. On this trip she came 
face-to-face with war. 

“It was a Coast Guard vessel 
carrying military supplies and 
personnel for posta in northern 
Alaska The ship commander's 
wife and I were the only civilians 
aboard except the 15 Eskimo chil- 
dren we volunteered to nurse on 
the journey,” she related in an in- 
terview with a Constitution re 
porter. 

“One night in early June, just 
before we reached Dutch Harbor, 
Mickey. a 14-year-old roly-poly Es- 
kimo lad, the oldest of the 15 chil- 
Gren, became seasick and I car- 
ried him on top deck for some 
fresh air. While there we heard 
a plane motor in the distance that 
sounded as if it was having trou- 
‘ble. Afraid the plane might crash 
through the darkness into the ship, 


the crew turned on the beacon 
licht to direct the plane from the 
ship. 
DECK MACHINEGUNNED 
“Instead of going away, the 
Plane came straight at us and 
cropped a bomb and machinegun- 
nec the top deck. We saw it was 
a Japanese torpedo plane. The 


machinegun fire hit Mickey, who 
though frightened never uttered a 
word of complaint and was very 
calm until he died the next day 
from the wounds,” she said. 
“Whenever I think of his cour- 
ace now, I wonder how many of 
us older persons would have taken 
Ceath like that... so easily and 
caimiy.’ she paused to ponder. 
“The ship radioed Juno and re 
ported the plane’s action and !m- 
mediately the flash came back 
that we were surrounded by the 
Japanese Navy and to start firing. 
At that minute the radio stopped 
functioning and we could no 
loncer contact the outside world. 


“The gunners started firing and | 
the guns went off consistently for | 


and became so hot that 
the firing ceased the bar- 
split and curled. 
DRIFT ON FOGGY WATERS 
“For five weeks we drifted on 
the foggy waters. For five weeks 
we heard not a word from either 
friend or foe. We were on the 
constant outlook for the Japs. Had 
it not been for the children it 
would have been almost unbear- 
able, but they kept up our morale. 
They thought it was a joke when 
we tied them to the sailors bunks 
below deck and laughed through 
the whole hectic wait until the last 
four cays when the food gave out 
and the sailors tempted them to 
eat “delicious dry bread crusts.” 
“The youngest baby, 10 months

old became ill of pneumonia and 


dicd. That left 13 children. 
“Finally deciding that no fate 

could be worse than perishing on 

the foggy waters in the north, the 


ship's commander steered the ves- | 
sel back toward Kodak, retracing | 


our path of five weeks previous. 

When we reached Kodak, the 

Navy Department had all of us 

listed “missing in action.” 

OWN CHILDREN EVACUATED 
“I flew by plane to Juno and 

found that my own two children 


had been evacuated from Alaska | 
with a .shipload of others bound | 


for the United States. By permis- 


gion of the governor, I flew to an- | 
other port and when the ship | 


came in, I took my children off 


and flew back to Juno. They are | 


now in the care of the doctor who 
reared me

Jones in Saddle May 6.—Ben Jones, who’s called Plain Ben 
because he is plain as an old horseshoe, is now expected to go on 
and equal or better the Derby training record. Colonel E. R. 
Bradley's great trainer, Thompson, who prepped four winners, is 
dead. James Fitzsimmons, who had three winners, is no longer 
active. 

So the field is open for Plain Ben. He honestly didn’t 
think Pensive was a great horse, but he figured him good 
enough to win. Such is the reputation of Jones that the old- 
timers strung along with him when he decid¢éd to take the 
train ride to Louisville. Jones doesn't so, © a race meet 
just for the: ride. 

The reason for Pensive wearing bar (tates in training 
and previous races is that the colt has tender feet. So, too, 
was Lawrin supposed to have tender feet, but they stood up 
pretty well for the Derby. In fact, they carved rather deeply 
into rival hearts. Pensive was flying on lighter shoes. 

Jones doesn’t rate Pensive in the same class with Whirlaway, 
but he hopes to get another racing triple—Derby, Preakness and 
Belmont. Pensive will face a field next week that may prove 
much stronger than the Derby field. 


A Kentucky Derby isn’t like a circus 
The Derby Scene ; if you've seen one you haven't 
seen them all. It 


appears to be the same old story 
every year—crowds, tulips, mint juleps and running horses—but 
there is always something new. 


For instance, a visitor 

from Paducah, a bit weary from lack of sleep, and somewhat 
bottle-scarred, stretched out on the _ infield. He arose 
later as a walking bed of geraniums. . And, of course, it’s 
julep time in Louisville. There’s a reputed scarcity of 
one ingredient, but there’s no shortage of mint. A lot 
of wacky stories develop around the pari-mutuel windows. 
There is the one about the slightly confused visitor who reached 
a window at post time. . He wanted to bet. . He was in- 
sistent. but the man behind the window was firm. . “The horses 
are at the post and we can’t accept any more bets,” he said. So 
the fellow walked away into the clubhouse. He heard the yell- 
ing and asked someone who had won... “Lawren came in,” he 
was told. . So the fellow shook his head sadly. ... “No luck,” 
he muttered ... and tore up his $2 bill. . Even fighting men in 
the front lines were given a running account of the Derby. ... 
The race was sent, via short wave, to every hut on every fighting 
ground, in every training base and port and to ships at sea, through 
arrangements with the heads of America’s fighting forces... . 
Racegoers were amazed today to find extra editions of the Chicago 
Sun on sale at the track. . No copies of Louisville papers were 
available ... because of the newsprint shortage. . The usual 
Derby Day souvenir edition has been discontinued for the dura- 
tion. ... A touch of baseball crept into Derby stories when the 
Chicago Cubs signed Charlie Grimm and popular Casey Stengel 
replaced Grimm at Milwaukee. . The story was unwittingly 
released by Grimm in Kansas City. The Cubs had planned to 
hold it for release after the Derby ‘and get a better publicity 
splash. ... There is no seat 13 in the press box, nor any barn 
13 at the track ... because of superstition. .. . However, there 
was a race in 1913 and Roscoe Goose, the old jockey, was a 
Surprise winner on Donerail. . Goose is still around advising 
trainers. ... One trainer who gets closer to his horses than any 
other is Whitey Abel, who rode a couple of times in the Derby. 
. . . Whitey, owner of Gramp’s Image, often doubles as his own 
exercise boy ... so he knows his entries’ characteristics most 
intimately. _ 


Color Galore 


One of the spectacular scenes every year is 
the Derby infield with its steady mushroom- 
ing of humanity. Three companies of Navy V-12 cadets were 
seated across the track at the finish line. . For color there were 
the beds of flowers recently planted, a band of youngsters wearing 
red jackets, the green grass and the blue and white of the Navy 
seamen. ... Red, white and blue pennants stirred in the breeze 
beneath Old Glory on the flagpole behind the totalizor. There 
were potted pedestrians and transplanted flowers... . So indus- 
trious are the gardeners that one has to be alert lest he find a 
tulip suddenly planted in his pocket... . It’s nothing to come along 
and discover a bed of roses where only a stand of blue grass grew 
before. ... 
. There is no one around to challenge Matt Winn’s record of hav- 
ing seen all 70 Derbies. . But even the oldest veterans among the 
writers can’t recall when Bill Iredale, popular manager of West- 
ern Union, wasn’t around to serve them. Iredale recently cele- 
brated his fortieth year of service in Louisville. . « « Those V-12 
cadets were given a break by their commander. . Instead of 
drilling them at the University of Louisville, he brought them to 
Churchill Downs and drilled them in the infield. ... They had no 
place to go so they stayed for the races. A writer today sug- 
gested that the sorcery of the Kentucky Derby is an indefinable 
quality, a kind of Kentucky voodooism that is compounded of 
showmanship and tradition. ... It is quife a scene as the seventh 
race, the Derby, comes up. Pennants flutter from the spires 
atop the stands and the tall flagpoles in the center field. ... The 
band plays “My Old Kentucky Home”... the horses dance far 
up the stretch to the starting point ... there’s a moment’s tense 
quiet. ... Then, above the shout, “they’re off,” there’s a roar like 
Niagara and the field drums through a lane of shrilling humanity. 
. Two minutes and seconds later the great annual event is his- 
tory ... a sweat-streaked horse stands in the winner’s circle, a 
wreath of roses around its neck, and the victorious jockey, trainer 
and proud owner are photographed for posterity. ...If the Derby 
atmosphere is a product of sheer exhibitionalism, as charged by 
conservative elements elsewhere, others could well afford to copy. 
... They also might look into those long-range street cars which 
help to make the event such an outstanding success from the stand- 
point of attendance

purchase a Derby ticket. He put up $10 on Pensive, saying 
any horse saddled by Ben Jones was good enough for him. i 
Among the well-known newspapermen here for the annual event 
is John Carmichael, Chicago Daily News.... 

He soon will go into the South Pacific as a correspondent. ... 
Others include Grantland Rice, Bill Corum, Orlo Robertson, Bob 
Murphy, Joe Williams, Lawton Carver, Oscar Fraley, Frank Gra- 
ham and Leo Fisher. . Buck Weaver, a Louisville turf expert, 
is somewhat handicapped by the paper shortage. ... Buck calls 
in his stories from the track and seldom sees an edition. ... “I 
have been calling the stuff in to girls half the time, and I don’t 
know how I’ve come out,” he confided... . 

A visiting mewspaperman had a clash with the telephone sys- 
tem a couple of Derbies ago. ... He went into a booth to call long 
distance. . . . He deposited a dollar, eighty and was cut off. ... 
Then he was told to deposit another dollar, eighty. . Three 
times this happened. . . . Then, with the aid of a serviceman who 
had overheard the whole thing, the visiting scribe plucked the 
phone from the wall and deposited it in the middle of the hotel 
lobby, saying, “All future calls on this phone will be local.” ...

The committee will be made up 
of four Democrats and three Re- 
publicans, in keeping with ‘the 
house resolution passed earlier in 
the week. Speaker Rayburn is 
represented as being particularly 
anxious to have a chairman of the 
body who will see that the ad 
ministration side of the dispute is 
brought out properly in the im 
quiry. 

As one of the main cogs in the 
Democratic organization of the 
house, Representative Ramspeck, 
the majority whip, was hit upon 
by Rayburn as a proper member 
to head up the investigation. He 


has a reputation for integrity and | 


fairness which is recognized by 
both Republicans and Democrats. 

Questions tonight about the like- 
lihood of his selection for the com- 
mittee chairmanship, Ramspeck 
had no comment, but admitted that 
he had conferred with the speaker 
on the situation. The personnel of 
the committee is expected to be 
announced next week.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 6.— 
Governor Edward Martin, of 
Pennsylvania, in addressing fully 
10,000 people at the welcome ses- 
sion of the general conference of 
the AME church said, “we must 
win this war this year and 1944 
is the decision year, go back home 
and give this message to your 
people.” 

In his concluding message, Gov- 
ernor Martin stated that “we are 
all in this war together, hard 
work, thrift and sacrifice are the 
things we must endure now and 
include them in the postwar pe- 
riod.” 

The Governor declared that 
“most opposition to the progress 
of the Negro comes from white 
people of little achievement.” The 
government cannot give you any 
happiness, it has nothing to give 
you, but protection and freedom.” 

Bishop David H. Sims, of Phil- 
adelphia, was in charge of the 
welcome program. 

The organization of the confer- 
ence was presided over by Bishop 

A. Fountain, Atlanta, and the 
following secretaries were elected: 
Dr. George T. Sims, Birmingham; 
A. Waymond Ward, Chicago, I11.; 
Russell Brown, St. Louis, Mo.; J. 
B. Bryant, Columbus, Ga. The 
secretaries will be assisted by four 
reading clerks and recording sec- 
retaries. 

Bishop John A. Greggs, Kansas 
City, Mo., secretary of the bishop’s 
council, read the special prepared 
list of co ittees who were ap- 
proved by the general conference. 
The committees immediately went 
into the reports of the various 
departments and general officers, 
which will insure an early closing. 

Bishop R. C. Ransom, of Ohio, 
second in seniority among the 
bishops present, presided over the 
second day's session. 

The bishops in their special pre- 
pared report, read by Bishop M. 
H. Davis, Baltimore, Md., recom- 
mended that the South African 
work be divided and two bishops 
be sent instead of one to that field. 
The bishops also recommended 
that the AME churches through. 
out the country continue to buy 
war bonds and support our ef 
forts to win the war. 

The conference is now moving 
toward the day when bishops will 
be elected. Three or four are ex- 
pected to be chosen. 

The first real test for harmony 
and peace of the general confer- 
ence came on the question of the 
eniscopal committee's selection. 
This committee is the most pow- 
erful in the AME general confer- 
ence. It passes upon the work of 
the bishops for the past four years 
and recommends the number to 
be elected at this session of the 
genera! conference.

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OuT OF DISASTER...

Defeat can’t keep a good 
man —or country —down. 
It may prove a blessing 


FEW weeks ago, in Corsica, I met a 
A young Frenchman whom I had not 
seen since 1939. At that time, he had been 
a rather obnoxious adolescent, the son of 
rich parents, idle, slack and cynical. I 
found him, in 1943, a lieutenant in a crack 
regiment, alert, courageous, esteemed by 
his commander and popular with his men. 
I could not help saying: 

“Well, Pierre, you did change!’ 

He smiled. “Yes,” he said, “‘these bad 
times have done a lot for me... ”’ 

<And what happened to you?” 

“The same as happens to so many 
French boys... After July 40, my par- 
ents’ fortune having been confiscated by 
the Nazis, I suddenly found myself a 
pauper, and also a suspect... For a year, 
I had to work on a farm... Then I 
crossed the Pyrenees a hundred miles orr 
foot in the snow. I, who thought I could 
not live without a car at my door. . . Then 
I was six months in a Spanish concentra- 
tion camp. At last I was able to come here, 
enlisted as a private soldier and fought my 
way up... All this, I hope, has been the 
making of me... I was soft, I am strong 
...1 laughed at patriotic speeches, now 
I know that France is everything to me. 
And I am not ashamed to say so.” 


‘Ten I remembered that the defeat of 
France in 1871 had brought forth the 
great generation of military chiefs who 
won the War of 1914. Foch, Lyautey, 
in their young days, had been braced and 
hardened by disaster. And this is true not 
only of France. When did the British see 
the need of throwing into the scales the 
full weight of their production and man 
power? After the defeat in Flanders. 
When did the American people realize that 
this was their war and that their freedom 
was at stake? After Pearl Harbor. 

Defeat can produce one of two effects. 
A nation without stamina or vitality may 
give up the fight and bow to the victor. 
But a nation that knows its own latent 
strength will remain confident that resur- 
rection is only a question of will, patience 
and courage. There is no permanent de- 
feat, save for those who accept defeat. 

And the same is true of individuals. 
Each of us, in the course of life, meets 
with major disaster. Some acknowledge 
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defeat. ‘“The game is lost,’’ they say. And 
they are right. The game is lost for them, 
because they believe it is lost. 

But others, like the great countries we 
spoke of, refuse to be beaten. I know a 
European manufacturer who came to 
America in 1940 a broken man. He had 
lost everything; his factories had been 
destroyed by bombing and occupied by 
the Nazis. It looked as if he could never 
make a new start. But he knew his job 
well; he was a good organizer; he offered 
his services to the American government. 
He was given war orders; he opened a 
small plant and worked as he had never 
worked before. Two years later, he was 
once more at the head of a large concern. 
He has just won the Army-Navy E award. 


W omeEN, too, have shown in this emer- 
gency how they are able to meet defeat. 
Everywhere in the liberated countries, in 
North Africa, in Corsica, I have seen them 
draw themselves up to their full height. 
With little food, no transportation, no fuel, 
no schools, they manage to keep a house 
going, to feed their children and to edu- 
cate them. Some of them stand for hours 
in rain and snow to get a can of con- 
densed milk for the baby or a few pota- 
toes. They live in cold houses, sleep little, 
wear old and dirty clothing, yet you never 
hear them despair of the future. On the 
contrary, they help the men to keep up 
their morale. To them, more than to any- 
one else, defeat has revealed what the 
salvation of a country means to its chil- 
dren. When the crisis is over, they will 
come out of it better citizens, stronger 
helpmates and wiser mothers. 

“Dear wife,”” wrote Jefferson Davis at a 
time of defeat to one of the bravest wives 
that ever lived, “this is not the fate to 
which I invited you when the future was 
rose-colored for us both, but I know you 
will bear it even better than myself.’’ She 
did bear it; she saved her husband, and 
in spite of disaster, they managed to re- 
build a comparatively happy life. ““There 
are some defeats,’’ Montaigne wrote, 
“more triumphant than victories.” 


WHEN rewards come too easily, one soon 
believes they are his due. He becomes self- 
indulgent, his work deteriorates. Whereas 
the man who has met with failure awakens 
to the necessity of defending his position. 
He is careful not to alienate others be- 
cause he needs friends. Thanks to failure, 
he acquires virtues that make for good 
fortune. For the best of us, if defeat comes, 
victory can not be far behind.

SCRAM! We've just heard the heart- 
stopping story of Marine Sergeant 
McGee of Texas.

A Scientist Tells... 


Why We Must Stop Wars 


BY MAJOR ALEXANDER P. de SEVERSKY 


The present conflict gives 
an ominous warning: Plan 
a peaceful world, or else. . 


AM a scientist and engineer; my profes- 

sional life has been devoted to the science 
of aeronautics. And a large part of that is 
concerned with military aviation, which pri- 
marily is the science of destruction. But when 
I see planes that originated in my brain ham- 
mering at the enemy, I have no sense of guilt. 
In a world that harbors war I want America 
to be the best prepared and the best equipped. 
As long as brute force remains the final arbi- 
ter among nations, our country should take 
and hold the lead in the art of war. 

But there are things which urgently need 
saying — and which only “engineers of de- 
struction’’ can say with the necessary candor 
and emphasis. It will not make pretty read- 
ing for passive, complacent optimists. But 
there are technological truths that we 
must face — and understand — if we are 
to be masters of our human destiny, not 
helpless victims of an avalanche of sci- 
entific progress. 

Technological advances have been larger 
and more rapid than ever before in the long 
career of man on this earth. The present glo- 
bal war has given science terrific new impetus. 
The marvels of aviation, electronics and rock- 
etry already revealed to the public, for in- 
stance, are mere indications of marvels in- 
cubating in research laboratories. 


Needed: Moral Sense 


‘Tue nations of the world hold in their hands 
scientific force capable of blowing all civiliza- 
tion to bits. But our moral sense has not kept 
pace with this almost incalculable growth of 
physical prowess. We do not have in our 
minds and hearts the good sense and the moral 
restraint to serve as counterforces, 

The gulf between our available technical 
power and our moral understanding has wid- 
ened disastrously. It is a terrible abyss that 
may swallow everything that the human race 
has prized. 

Humanity today is like a child playing with 
matches. It has the ability to ignite them but 
lacks the sense of danger and the self-control 
to desist. Therefore it is a child menaced by 
self-extermination. Modern technology is 
not to blame, of course; every one of the 
weapons of death and ruin is potentially a 


constructive force. The fault is within our- 
selves. And by the same token the cure is 
within ourselves. 

Every layman takes it for granted that 
“the next war”’ will be more terrible than this 
one. All through history that has been true. 
Prophecies of destruction have been made 
before. But now there are new dimensions 
of horror. I say this as one who has observed 
the science of annihilation at close range. 
I dare predict that “the next war” will not 
merely bring more destruction than this one, 
but destruction of a new kind, applied on an 
unprecedented scale and against every living 
thing on earth. 


No Country Is Safe 


Tue advent of the airplane has already 
wiped out the dividing line between the fight- 
ing front and the home front. No place in the 
world is safe, even now. Only the failure to 
make full use of already existing possibilities 
still gives some areas a false feeling of re- 
moteness from the war. All of Europe and 
most of Asia are “‘in the war” in the most ele- 
mentary sense: every man, woman and child 
is a potential casualty. 

In the wars of the immediate future entire 
populations will be directly menaced by in- 
struments of demolition more effective than 
any now in existence. 

In less than four years — between the Bat- 
tle of Britain and the Battle of Germany — 
average bombs grew from a ton to six tons. 
Ten-ton blockbusters are already being de- 
veloped. Land mines of twice that size, geared 
to bury themselves in the ground and explode 
with the force of minor earthquakes, are be- 
ing explored. 

Not only the weight but the deadliness of 
explosive loads is growing. A ton, we may be 
sure, will do more damage tomorrow than 
today. There is almost no limit to this growth, 
or to the precision with which we will be able 
to blast the very heart of great industrial and 
population centers. 

Rocket power is certain to flourish in air- 
craft of unprecedented speeds. It will hurl 
projectiles more devastating than those fired 
from the biggest guns yet invented. 

The rocket torpedo the Germans first re- 
leased last summer will expand in size and 
effectiveness until aerial torpedoes weighing 
many tons and cutting through space at more 
than 2,000 feet a second, will crash through 
the sides of the largest and strongest battle- 
ships. 


The 75-mm. guns recently installed in our 
Mitchell bombers and the 105-mm. cannon 
projected for other airplanes are crude fore- 
runners of winged artillery, flying through 
the skies with the speed of sound. The terrify- 
ing reality is that all the familiar weapons on 
land and sea — giant guns, tanks, battle- 
ships -— are sprouting wings. Nothing on the 
surface of the earth will be able to survive the 
punishment dealt from the skies. 

The destructive power of electronics, the 
lethal resources of modern chemistry, have 
scarcely been tapped. Within a decade or less 
they will be ready to visit horror on man in 
new and almost unimagined forms. The split- 
ting of the atom, already achieved in the 
laboratory, will release colossal energy to 
further enhance wholesale annihilation. 

War will become a gigantic clash of mighty 
technological monsters, striking from the 
heart of one nation directly at the heart of 
another perhaps halfway around the world, 
with a fury and destructiveness that will 
make all past conflicts — including World 
War II — seem trivial by contrast. The aim 
will be total annihilation. 

Nor can we console ourselves with the 
idea that only “‘advanced”’ and “‘civi- 
lized’”’ nations will be able to use the in- 
calculable possibilities of annihilation. 
The paradox of modern technology is this: 
though its creation calls for brains of a high 
order, its operation does not. The more com- 
plex a piece of machinery, the more simple its 
use. Push buttons and levers tend to replace 
skill and experience. A child can run a modern 
automatic elevator, where the crude elevator 
of the past called for a trained operator. 
Automatic processes are substituted for 
human intelligence. 


The Lesson of Japan 


‘Tue mechanics of mass demolition, brought 
into being by the most highly developed 
countries, can readily be taken over by back- 
ward peoples, with hundreds of millions of 
robots at their disposal and no civilized re- 
straints to inhibit their use of the most ter- 
rible engines of destruction. Let us not forget 
that though Japan has contributed nothing 
to the development of technical equipment of 
modern warmaking, it has used that equip- 
ment with immense effect. 

War hereafter will hold the threat of the 
end of civilization. We need to realize this 
in all its brutal nakedness. Only then will 
mankind become aware that it must put its 


Millions know Major Seversky 
as author of ‘' Victory Through 
Air Power Her: this note 
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moral forces in balance with its technological 
forces. 

In spreading the products of our techno- 
logical civilization to the whole world, we 
neglect our own safety if we fail to spread 
with it a sense of moral responsibility. But 
this, alas, we cannot do unless our own moral 
sights are raised; unless they are brought into 
alignment with mechanical progress. 

At the same time, those who preach moral 
responsibility must do so with full knowledge 
of the technological facts of life. Our moral 
leaders must not delude thentselves and their 
followers with fairy tales about “defensive” 
weapons or physical “‘isolation.” 

No ocean barriers, no defensive weapons 
are effective safeguards against the destruc- 
tive forces being used at this very minute. 
They wil! be utterly worthless against the 
annihilation that will be loosed tomorrow. 

Does it seem strange to you for a scientist 
to be laying such emphasis upon moral values? 
I assure you it is not strange, for no one 
knows better than a scientist the dreadful cost 
of another war. 


What Can You Do? 


‘THererore I say that we simply cannot 
afford to be lazy or cynical about peace plans 
if we want to survive — if we want our chil- 
dren to survive. 

This is no doctrine of pacifism. If there is to 
be an arms race, America must — and will — 
lead that race. Until humankind makes up 
its mind on this crucial issue, those of us who 
are technicians of war have no alternative 
but to perfect the weapons and strategies of 
war. While war is with us, we are determined 
to maintain American supremacy. But our 
first thought now should be to build a world 
where armament races are no longer neces- 


If a world at peace seems visionary or “im- 
practical,’’ remember the very practical story 
of our nation where 13 sovereign — and 
often hostile — colonies patiently hammered 
out their destiny to become a strong and 
peaceful union. 

Think, too, how that concept of peaceful 
living has been expanded to our entire conti- 
nent, and now to the entire Western Hemi- 
sphere. 

The time has come when the entire world 
must learn to do this. If we make the right 
choice, science can bring us unprecedented 
abundance. If not, we are inviting our own 
destruction. The End

Owners of factories working for 
the invaders are called on the tele- 
phone. “This is Saboteur Jensen,”’ a 
voice says. “Your factory will be 
blown up in two minutes.”’ 

Sometimes the factory does go 
skyward, on schedule. But even 
when “Mr. Jensen’”’ is merely joking, 
hours are lost while workers wait in 
the street for the bomb to go off. 
When they return to their ma- 
chinery, they find cards advising: 

“Brothers, hold back on German 

orders. 

Throw away your blasted tools. 

If you do not feel like working, 

Leave it for the Nazi fools.”’ 

Gestapo headquarters for Den- 
mark has been blown up twice. A 
young Danish refugee complained to 
me of the annoyance of the Germans 
over the Gestapo bombings. “We 
thought they would see the comical 
side of that,’’ he smiled. “But alas, 
they have no sense of humor.”’

These Indian kids get 
modern schooling while 
their dads are at war 


MERICA’S Indians came on the run right 

after Pearl Harbor. Now 20,000 strong, 

they’re proving to be among our toughest 
fighters. 

And while they’re away, a grateful 
Uncle Sam is busy looking after the 
youngsters they left behind. Formerly 
the Indians resented theold boarding schools 
which took children off the reservation for 
12 years and sent them back ill-equipped 
for makipg a living from reservation re- 
sources. 

Today, through the Office of Indian 
Affairs, over 350 day schools have been es- 
tablished right on the reservations. Indian 
youngsters are taught their native arts and 
their own language as well as English. 


Practical Education 


Epucation is making them self-sufficient. 
They learn how to build their own homes, 
dig their own irrigation ditches, grow their 
own food, and make their own clothes. 

The practical approach is used wherever 
possible. They don’t just talk about a post 
office, for example; they build one and use it 
daily in the classroom. 

At the high-school level classes are held 
six days a week, 12 months a year, and even 
girls get courses in machine-shop practice 
and welding — but not to the neglect of 
homemaking courses. 

Beat of all, the achools, staffed by un- 
selfish, underpaid whites and Indians, 
are educating adults, too. They're sup- 
plying health services, baths, laundries, 
shop facilities, tools for home use. They’ve 
become community centers. Now Indian 
children, filled with progressive ideas in 
school, go home to parents equally improve- 
ment-minded. 

Results: no longer is the Indian vanish- 
ing. Education in health and sanitation has 
cut the death rate 53.3 per cent in 12 years. 
Today, as red men fight all over the world, 
Uncle Sam is educating their youngsters, 
preparing them for a real future in the land 
of their ancestors.

Bananas, Restyled 


BY CLEMENTINE PADDLEFORD 


"A tasty dessert!’ 


Now they’ re dried whole 
or flaked. Good eating! 


HAT golden fruit, the banana, 

comes in new forms to flavor 
and perfume the wartime menu. 
It comes powdered and flaked to 
use in drinks, in puddings and pies. 
It comes in dried fingers, golden as 
the fig, sweet of its own sugars —— 
a new kind of dried fruit to add to 
bréads, cakes and puddings. A 
fruit to eat as it is, in tender sweet 
strips. 

The fresh bananas shipped to 
the world’s markets don’t repre- 
sent the entire tropical crop — 
not by a long shot. In the past 
millions of stems have ripened but 
to rot. The reason? Lack of ship- 
ping space, lack of refrigerated 
cars, lack of a ready market when 
the fruit starts to mellow. Now 
dehydration is providing new ways 
to use the surplus harvest. 

It was 15 years ago that a New 
Jersey company first set up equip- 
ment to powder and dry the 
banana, but principally for phar- 
maceutical use. A good idea, said 
banana-growing Brazil — and un- 
dertook a similar venture. Big 
things began to happen in 1937 
when an American firm built a 
modern drying plant in Honduras 
to make banana powder for bakers 
and ice cream makers, and for hos- 
pitals to use in infant feeding. 


Not a Substitute 


Soon equipment was added for 
drying the whole fruit to sell at 
retail, and it sold great guns for 
gift packets to England. When 
fresh bananas ran short, dried 
bananas were here to take up the 
slack. Fresh bananas are in greater 
abundance again but dried banana 
sales soar— not as a substitute 
for the fresh fruit, but as a dried 
fruit taking its place beside the 
fig, the prune and the apricot. 
Bananas for drying are natu- 
rally ripened, peeled and split, 
then immediately sent on an 11- 
hour journey through the long tun- 
nel dryers. In the slow even heat, 
the fruit dries without rupturing 
the cells or hardening the flesh. 
It is packaged as it comes from the 
dryer — 32 strips laid one on the 
other in cellophane-lined molds. 
After heat-sealing, the pound 
packages are heat-sterilized be- 


says Consul Funes 


fore being packed to make the long 
journey north. 

So suddenly popular is this trop- 
ical gold that the Honduras plant 
has doubled its drying capacity 
to handle from three to four mil- 
lion bananas per month. Mexico, 
taking a tip from Honduras, has 
established 11 drying plants run- 
ning full-time capacity. 

Women use the fingers exactly 
as figs to garnish a pudding. They 
add them to fruit cups and salads. 
Good, too, stewed in a dribble of 
water, no soaking required and 
but 10 minutes’ simmering. Serve 
hot with cream — soft, rich, sweet. 


Use in Milk Shakes 


Banana powder, known for a 
decade in commercial kitchens, 
went retail last year in the form 
of a mixture to sell in Eastern 
cities and now moves toward the 
West.. Use it in milk shakes, pud- 
dings, pie fillings and cakes. 

On Manhattan's tip, overlook- 
ing the harbor, is the office of the 
Honduran Vice Consul Juan Funes. 
Out of his desk drawer he pulls a 
packet of the dried banana fingers 
and invites the visitor, “Try one, 
please."’ He likes to explain that 
these thin golden strips are lit- 
erally golden, saving his country a 
loss of hundreds of thousands of 
banana stems annually. ““Take a 
few packets along,”’ Consul Funes 
will urge, “try them in cooking.” 

And that’s what we did. This 
Banana Bavarian dessert he pro- 
nounced ““Muy Sabroso! Muy Sa- 
broso!"" And very tasty it is. 


Banana Bavarian 

6 dried banana strips 

1 tablespoon gelatin 

4 cup cold water 

% cup hot milk 

4 cup sugar 

1 cup cream 

4 teaspoon grated lemon rind 

2 tablespoons lemon juice 

Stew bananas in small amount 
boiling water until tender; drain 
and cut into pieces. Soften gelatin 
in cold water. Add hot milk and 
sugar, stir until gelatin and sugar 
are dissolved. Add cream. Chill 
until slightly thickened; add lemon 
rind and juice, then beat light and 
foamy. Fold in cream and bananas 
and pile into sherbet glasses or 
molds and chill until firm. Yield: 
6 portions.

A teen-age girl in 
a war-working town: 
She needs your help 


TRANGE, unpleasant, wartime 
~ living conditions account for 
much of the delinquency among 
teen-age American girls today. Often 
they have been picked up bodily and 
set down in crowded, unattractive 
war-industry centers. The result to 
them is sheer misery. Even under the 
best conditions an adolescent gir! 
feels inadequate and desperately un- 
sure of herself. If there is a major 
upheaval in her life, this feeling may 
be intensified to the danger point. 


Look at Laura! 


Take the 15-year-old girl named 
Laura, for indtance. Her experiences 
are typical. Laura’s parents are 
simple, thrifty, patriotic Americans. 
Before the war her father earned a 
modest income in a department 
store. Though small, the house the 
family lived in was big enough 
for Laura and her six-year-old broth- 
er to have separate rooms; and it 
was in a pleasant neighborhood. 
Then came the war. Her parents 
got jobs in a war plant in another 
city and moved to crowded quarters 
near their work. Their chief worry 
had been about the six-year-old boy. 
But the problem of what to do with 
him was easily solved by enrolling 
him in the before-and-after school 
child-care center of the war plant. 
Laura, on the other hand, was 
not happy and became increasingly 
a problem. She hated the new high 


school; got low marks; resisted mak- 
ing fnends; played truant; signed 
her mother’s name to her report 
card; threatened to run away. 

What had happened is what we 
can usually look for, if a sensitive 
adolescent girl is put where she is a 
stranger. For Laura, there was the 
strange achool; the asatrange and 
rougher, tougher schoolmates; the 
crowded living quarters where she 
now shared a room with her brother. 

The change in her parents made 
her most unhappy of all. They were 
away until late at night. Then they 
were too tired to show the same in- 
terest as belore. 

Never in her life does a girl need 
the cértainty that she can turn to 
an understanding mother as she 
needs it in adolescence. Otherwise, 
she imagines that she is not 
loved: she feels that she is not 
wanted. The next step is apt to be 
running away from home or getting 
into sex trouble. In many cases, it 18 
not that she really wants sex experi- 
ence. She is trying to fortify her 
pride by rivaling the other girls; 
she may go to great lengths to prove 
she is attractive to boys. 


Finding Herself 


In LaurRa’s case neither of these 
things happened. Her school prin- 
cipal and teacher helped her to gain 
self-confidence by getting her to help 
in the school’s day-nursery. She was 
good with children and a real asset. 
Soon she warmed up to everyone and 
even confided in the teacher her sen- 
sitiveness about her home and her 
idea that her mother did not love her. 

The result was that the teacher

got in touch with Laura’s mother 
and the mother did several things: 
She made time in which to be com- 
panionable again; she arranged to 
have Laura’s schoolmates visit 
sometimes on Sunday afternoons: 
she turned over some money for 
Laura to spend in making the home- 
ly httle apartment attractive. 

Furthermore, Laura took up cook- 
ing at school and began to do the 
family marketing and to get the fam- 
ily meals. She was proud to do 
something valuable for her family. 

There are a number of things that 
war-working parents like Laura’s 
can do for an adolescent daughter. 
If the quarters to which they have 
to move are too bad, they can often 
arrange for their daughter to board 
with relatives she knows and likes. 
Or sometimes they can find a friend- 
ly private family in the old neighbor- 
hood, where she can continue going 
to the familiar school. 


It’s Up to Us! 


Tue best thing, however, is to find 
something genuinely useful for her 
to do in the new community. For 
most young gurls, nothing could be 
better than helping in a nursery, ‘for 
adolescent girls today often get far 
too httle experience in handling 
babies and small children. Junior- 
aide nursing 1s also excellent, and is 
now offered by many hospitals. 

For the summer there is farm 
work. Adolescent labor is needed, 
and city communities should pro- 
vide safe, wholesome supervision 
so that teen-age girls can go off in 
vacation to work on farms. It is 
worth inquiring of the State Agri- 
cultural Department or a nearby 
county agent about arrangements 
in your own part of the country. 

Finally. there are part-time 
jobs. Although the record seems 
to show that school marks fall 
when adolescents work after 
school, nevertheless jobs are bet- 
ter than loncliness or idleness. 
It is true that jobs for young girls 
are not as plentiful as for boys and 
that they must be more carefully 
selected. But a neighborhood com- 
mittee might turn up surprisingly 
good opportunities by canvassing 
local businesses. 

In short, it is up to adults, espe- 
cially in wartime, to see that our 
sensitive adolescent girls have a 
chance to do valuable and practical 
things, and to feel responsible, im- 
portant, secure.

The commander of this little flotilla was Licutenant 
(j.g.) Edward Albert Heimberger. In a sense he had no 
business being in command of these boats.

On a coral shelf which bordered this side of Betio, lay 
over a hundred Marines, many wounded, under a vicious 
crossfire.

But worst of all, they could not fight back 
against the Jap, for their mfles and machine guns had 
been lost or made useless by the water. 


Rescue by Captain Bligh
